While the requirene nts for Systems 1 and 3 remained about as antici- 
pated, the delay in development of System 4 resulted in very little 
field-engineering support to this program during the per iod. The 
character of the System 2 program changed considerably, and as a 
result of the application of this equipment to purposes not originally 
intended under the project, additional field engineering and test pro- 
grams were required. The field support requirements resulting from 
these changes in the System 2 program during this period are outlined 
in Exhibit A. This replaces the program of work set forth under 
Section II of Schedule A in the original proposal referred to in the first 
paragraph. The System 4 program set forth under Section Ill was not 
performed during this period.
